AT THE NEW YORK STRAND

Although New Yorkers are supposed to be so sophisticated, it’s amazing how 
many Broadway transients still rubberneck at airplanes despite the fact that 
at least 50 of them pass overhead daily. All of which suggested a freak bally 
which we’re planning. Couple of days before opening, we’re planting an usher 
on the roof of the theatre to give the following spiel over the P. A. system, 
each time a plane passes over the Great White Way: “Ladies and Gentlemen! 
See that plane up there? In it is the most beautiful woman in the world, 
Miss Dawn Glory! She’s just arriving from the coast and she'll land at Roose- 
velt Field any minute now. You'll get a real chance to see her tomorrow, when 
she comes to the Strand Theatre in ‘Page Miss Glory’.” 


2. All my life ve wanted to pull a gag on the guys who are always pulling them, 

— I refer to the huge army of New York press agents. Here’s my idea: Am 
sending premiere invites ito twenty five of the top notchers. Copy reads: 
“I saw the world’s greatest promoter in action and believe me when I say that 
alongside of him we’re as siale as a ‘traveling salesman story’! His name is © 
Click Wiley and I wish you’d accept my personal invitation to see how a pro- 
motion genius operates. He'll be at the Strand with Marion Davies in ‘Page 
Miss Glory’ opening Thursday night.” 
I’ve arranged for a number of newspapers to send down photographers and 
cameramen to ‘catch’ this P. A. representation. Local eds are hot about idea 
because of gag angle and have expressed willingness to plug stunt and show- 
ing. 

3. Through one of the Artist Model Agencies, we located a gal who looks an aw. 
ful lot like Marion Davies. We’re breaking a newspaper story telling how 
she’s constantly being taken for Marion and how, in spite of her protests, 
she’s forced to sign autograph books all the time. We’re following this up 
with a great art layout comparing Marion Davies with her double. 


4. Through the co-cperation of the manufacturers of Phillip Morris cigarettes, 
Johnny, the peer of all bell-hops, is coming to the theatre opening night to 
“Page Miss Glory” and pass out cigarettes to the patrons. We’re trying to 
tie up their air program, too. : 


5. New York’s Police Department makes periodic broadcasts from the heart of 
Times Square, and we’ve already secured permission to use their P. A. sys- 
tem for broadcasting our plug . . .And you can hear those ‘speakers’ ten 
blocks away! 


6. Several iegitimate theatre press agents have given us permission to send page- 
boys over to their theatre to “Page Miss Glory” during intermissions. 


7. Have contacted some photographers for a lobby display of composite pictures. 
Banner over top reads “Outstanding Composite Photos of 1935.” In the mid- 
dle of display will be a large blow-up of Marion Davies as Dawn Glory. Caption 
reads: “Dawn Glory, the most beautiful woman in the world. She possesses the 
eyes of Garbo, the legs of Dietrich, the complexion of Del Rio, etc.” 


8. Two banners on the Roseland Building three weeks in advance of opening. 


9. We've made arrangements for a window display in the Southern Pacific win- 
dow on Fifth Avenue. 


10. Tied up with Franklin Simon’s Beauty Salon to run an ad in the New York Sun 
featuring the Dawn Glory bob. 


11. ' We’ve sent invites to all members of the original cast and the authors of “Page 
Miss Glory” to attend film’s New York premiere. 


12. In conjunction with the United Whelan chain, 200 posters carrying a picture 
of Lyle Talbot smoking a pipe, with star, title and playdate break, will be 
placed in all their windows. 


13. Special story together with mats of cast being sent to motion picture editors of 
suburban papers within a radius of 25 miles. 


14. We’ve completed plans to distribute 14 million imprinted napkins at beaches, 
drug stores and other points of vantage throughout the city. 


15. We’ve co-operated with Postal Telegraph to display two hundred posters in 
their windows throughout the city, carrying theatre name, address and date. 


They’ll also distribute 50,000 heralds. (Ed Note: This tie-up is also available 
to you—on Page 18) 


16. We’ve made arrangements for a display in R. H. Macy’s music department. 


17. The Penn-Astor Drug Store, right in the heart of Times Square, is going to 
concoct a Dawn Glory Parfait in honor of the picture.

1. Have asked the local movie critic to carry specially 
prepared stories stressing the important fact that 
Marion Davies has selected Warner Bros. as her pro- 
ducers because of the many hits that they have brought 
out in recent years and because of the many new stars 
that were developed under their banner, including her 
two leading men, Pat O’Brien and Dick Powell. 


2. About 3 weeks in advance will plant studio news about 
the new Warner Bros. production with Marion Davies. 


3. Have arranged with the local beauty columnist to 
carry Davies stories including treatments ete. (Ed. 
note: You'll find this covered on page 22) 


4. Am going to ask radio columnist to carry stories on 
Dick Powell mentioning his screen appearance in 
“Page Miss Glory.” 


5. Arranging with food editor for story. ‘Marion Davies 
gave party on the set and prepared special ‘Miss Glory’ 
Salad.” 

(All of the above stuff has been executed by me here- 
tofore on other pictures and was most successful ). 


6. Arranging for a local “Miss Glory” Beauty Contest. 
Local Miss Glory will receive prize in form of 3 days 
in New York at good hotel, use of car and chauffeur, 
gowns, shoes, hose, jewelry, hats, personal apparel, etc. 


NOTE: This campaign was executed by me on “Kansas 
City Princess.” 


7. Will plant fictionization of screen play. 


8. Flower show starts in latter part of August. Will enter 
a Marion Davies orchid. Have let some of my news- 
paper contacts in on the gag. 


9. Plan to make up imitation autographed photo of 
Marion Davies for advance lobby distribution. Have 
found from past experience that these make a great 
hit with patrons. (Ed Note: We agree — that’s why 
they’re being offered in connection with your music 
exploitation campaign. You'll see them on page 15) 


10. Wili select scene to be used on small 16 millmeter 
camera. Will plant trailer and camera in window of 
local 5 and 10. Will then plant P. A. system with rec- 
ord of Powell doing a number. This creates a very 
good effect. (Note: This stunt was executed by me 
on “Flirtation Walk” in Bayonne with Grand-Silvers). 


11. I intend going strong on window tieups. Shop keep- 
ers in my town are especially anxious to dress up their 
windows during August and September. 


12. Page boy in hotels to “Page Miss Glory.” Will go to 
ball parks and have announcer “Page Miss Glory.” 
This was executed by me in Bayonne at local ball field 
with “Devil Dogs.”” (Ed Note: We've a complete cam- 
paign on this one — on page 12) 


13. Will run “Miss Glory” contest at dance halls using 
cup inscribed (supposedly) by Marion Davies and 
Dick Powell for the winners. Cup to be promoted. 


14. Newspapers here permit insertions. Will use tabloid 
on this picture and insert opening day. Note: this 
was executed in Bayonne. (Ed. Note: A special tabloid 
is available. See announcement elsewhere in this cam- 
paign book). 


15. Will use snipe trailer — no projection — just with 
voice “Page Miss Glory.” 


16. Will use 24 sheet on floor covered with water glass. 
Lasts about 9 days. Water glass can be purchased at 
drug stores for 50c per % pt. Need 2 cans for 24 
sheets. 


HERE’S HOW I’LL DO IT 
AT PHILLY’S COMMODORE

In order to give “PAGE MISS GLORY” the kind of 
campaign it deserves, I am siarting to sell it two weeks in 
advance of the premiere. As is the case with most neigh- 
borhood houses, my newspaper stunting is limited to the 
Neighborhood Weekly. I am therefore relying on ballys and 
tie-ups to give the film a big send-off. Following are the 
highlights of the campaign I have planned. 


1. Teaser campaign over P.A. system. At peak hours 
will announce “Page Miss Glory”. . .“‘Page Miss Glory” 
—after a couple of days changing to “Who is Dawn 
Glory—America’s Most Perfect Beauty?, ete.” 


2. Regular trailer on the picture (which I understand is 
a wow) played one week earlier than usual. 


3. Teaser strips on lobby doors and mirrors, ladies’ 
room, ete. 


4, Breaking neighborhood weekly paper with preliminary 
announcements of Marion Davies’ first picture in over 
a year, and her first for Warner Bros. 


5. Contacted local news distributor and five and ten cent 
store re: tieups on Modern Screen stunt (ed. note: 
Details of this appear on page 18) 


6. At same time making arrangements with news distrib- 
utor to snipe newsstands and distribute special her- 


alds. 


7. Planting gag stories with columnist of weekly paper 
crediting it to Marion Davies. 


8. If the press book features a six day contest, I'll use it. 
Although newspaper is a weekly, ’'ve made arrange- 
ments to plant it to turn over a period of a month 
(four issues). (Ed Note: Swell idea, and you’ll be 
happy to learn there’s a 6-Day Contest on page 10) 


9. Will use 5M tabloids in addition to regular programs. 
I have already sold part of the back page to cut down 
cost. Instead of house-to-house distribution as used 
for programs, will distribute tabloids to crowds on 
street, at ‘L’ stations, etc., and to autos stopping at 
iraffic signals (usually 2 to 4 persons are in each car 
and see tabs). 


10. Advance lobby display will feature shadow-box having 
two panels. When light is off, only front panel with 
copy reading “WHO IS DAWN GLORY” is visible. 
When light flashes on, head of Davies is seen, with 
copy: “SEE MARION DAVIES IN ‘PAGE MISS 
GLORY’.” 


11. Amateur Photography Contest in theatre, with pro- 
moted prizes and passes. 


12. Telephone campaign, with male voice (usher) calling 
nearby residents, asking if Dawn Glory is home. 


13. Have promoted art school students to sit in lobby to 
sketch Marion Davies’ picture. 


14. Since the University of Pennsylvania is only a few 
blocks away from theatre, and students are regular 
patrons, I’m going after the college crowd this way: 


a. [il start a search for the ‘Dawn Glory’ of the co- 
eds. (Ed. Note: See ‘Dawn Glory Beauty Contest on 
page 5) 

b. I have a number of contacts with sororities (now 
don’t get me wrong) and think I can get one of them 
to make Marion Davies an honorary member. 


c. Til devote one night of the show to class night, 
another to sorority and fraternity night, and third to 
pre-game pep rally. 


d. College dramatic society will present radio sketch. 
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Page Eight

Authenticity is one of the im- 
perative demands of modern mov- 
ies. It there’s the least little 
thing inaccurate in a picture, there 
are scores of letters from the 
‘*sharpshooters’’ who rejoice in 
telling producers and _ directors 
where they made mistakes. 


Here’s an example of how quick 
thinking avoided an almost infin- 
itesimal sort of error — yet one 
which might have been caught up 
by a lot of captious critics. 


In ‘‘ Page Miss Glory,’’ the Cos- 
mopolitan comedy starring Marion 
Davies, which comes to the 
Theatre on ................., there was a 
scene in the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, on Fifth Avenue, New 
York. Pat O’Brien, Barton Mac-

ple in the back, as atmosphere. 
One of these was a man carrying 
a walking-stick. The keen eyes of 
Director Mervyn LeRoy noticed 
this individual.

cosmetics, make her a little bit 
more gorgeous. 


But tell the make-up men to ~ 


take a really pretty girl and make 
her into a plain-looking young 
woman who wouldn’t merit a sec- 
ond glance from passers-by and 
you intrigue their interest and en- 
thusiasm. 


It’s a whole lot harder to ‘plain 
up’ a genuinely lovely girl than 
it is to ‘pretty up’ a plain-look- 
ing one,’’ explained Pere West- 
more, director of make-up at War- 
ner Bros.’ studios, who, for ten 
years has been president of the 
association of makeup directors.

‘‘To make Miss Davies up as

powdering and painting job re- 
quiring only about 20 or 25 min- 
utes. But to make her up as ‘ Lor- 
etta Dalrymple,’ the chambermaid, 
takes from an hour and a quarter 
to an hour and a half—more than 
three times as long. And it’s fifty 
times more difficult. 


‘‘We dealt with her eyes, first. 
From their natural almond shape, 
we made them into round, rather 
bulgy-looking orbs by highlighting 
(covering with whitish make-up) 
their ends. To make them appear 
more protuberant, and to deaden 
their sparkle and expressiveness, 
we put highlight make-up on both 
lids, instead of the usual shadow 
make-up which brings out the lumi- 
nous qualities of eyes. 


‘* Miss Davies’ eyebrows are nat- 
urally arched and are rather thin- 
ish, quite on accord with the cur- 
rent beauty-vogue. But we pencil- 
led them heavy and straight, which 
further detracted from her natural 
looks. 


‘“Next we gave her a pug nose 
—by highlighting the whole frontal 
plane of the nose and also the 
upper lip. Then too, we enlarged 
her nostrils by drawing darkening 
lines with brown pencil around 
their edges. 


Spoiling a Lovely Mouth 


‘¢Then we took Miss Davies’ 
mouth, one of her very loveliest 
features, and deliberately spoiled 
that. With highlighting make-up, 
we shortened it, and also with the 
same material took away the full- 
ness of the curves of her lips, and 
made them thin and straight — 
about as unbeeoming as they could 
be. To make matters still worse, 
in the way of ‘plaining up’ the 
star, we gave her, by means of 
contrasting shadows and highlights, 
a trifle of a double chin! ’’

‘‘The Eskimo word of greeting, 
which they would say to the avia- 
tor is ‘pi-ura’ pronounced ‘pie- 
oora’,’’ the priest explained. ‘‘ For 
‘thank you’ their word is ‘quiana’ 
pronounced ‘kwee-anna.’ Sometimes 
they add ‘chuk-nuk’ which means
